GOP CONVENTION OPENS 
GOLO(WATER) RUSH ON 
IN CALIFORNIA AGAIN 


COW PALACE, San Francis­ 
co (U P I)—The Republican par­ 
ty began its 28th National Con­ 
vention today with Sen. Barry 
Coldwater 
apparently 
assured 
of a first-ballot nomination for 
president. 


But his only m ajor challen­ 
ger, Gov. William W. Scranton 
of Pennsylvania, was not giving 
up his attempts to bring off the 
m iracle it wil take to upset the 
Arizonan’s bandwagon. 


He challenged 
Coldwater to 
a television debate before the 
delegates begin the balloting on 
Wednesday. He also promised 
a floor fight on the party plat­ 
form 
which, 
in 
draft 
form, 
echoed closely the views of the 
front-running senator.

To the challenge Coldwater 
retorted “ ridiculous” and to the 
threat of a platform floor fight 
Coldwater aides shrugged.

Nikita Predicts 
Economic Victory 


MOSCOW (U PI) — Prem ier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev said today 
the Soviet Union will triumph 
economically over the 
United 
States and ridiculed those who 
“laugh” at his predicition. 
At the same time Khrushchev 
admitted Russia has had pro­ 
duction 
problems 
during 
the 
past two years. He announced 
a program of pay raises and 
pensions he said was aimed at 
removing differences in wages 
and salaries between 
R ussia’s 
rich and poor. 
(In a savage new attack. Com­ 
munist China today charged that 
Khrushchev was trying to re­ 
store capitalism in Russia. 
It 
said his “dictatorship” has the 
Soviet people “seething with dis­ 
content. 
The Soviet Leader told a joint 
session of the Supreme Soviet: 


“ We are competing with 
t h e 
capitalist world and especially 
with the United States*. We shall 
win without fail.” 


Wagging a finger at foreign 
newsmen in an upper gallery in 
the Kremlin Hall where the So­ 
viet Parliam ent 
was 
meeting, 
Khrushchev declared in an off- 
the-cuff taunt: 


“To those gentlemen corres­ 
pondents who are smiling, let 
me say, ‘people who laugh last, 
laugh b es!.’ ” 


Khrushchev announced a wage 
boost for Soviet doctors, teach­ 
ers, nurses, government office 
workers, 
public 
service 
and 
trading organization employes. 
He als-o announced a system of 
pensions for collective farm ers 
as well as a better deal for con­ 
sumers. 


watched Ja ck steer his red and

Whatever happened to

Agency? 


This is the question being ask­ 
ed by some staff members of 
the county Juvenile Court. They 
are wondering why Bucks re­ 
mains 
the 
only 
county 
in 
Pennsylvania that lumps its de­ 
pendent and neglected children 
together 
with 
its 
delinquency 
cases. 
These cases are processed by 
the Juvenile office in Doyles­ 
town 
which 
is 
already 
over­ 
burdened with delinquency m at­ 
ters. 


176-Page Report 
In September 1962, a multi­ 
member county Child Welfare 
Study Committee 
presented 
a 
176-page report to the county 
commissioners pointing out the 
need for a separate child care 
agency and offering guide lines 
for its operation. 


Five months later, the com­ 


missioners got around to nam­ 
ing 12 members to a child wel­ 
fare advisory 
com mittee 
and 
named 
John 
F. 
Mason 
of 
Doylestown to head it. 


Mason 
and 
his 
committee 
started looking for an executive 
director to run the agency. 


None Considered 


Today, nearly a year later, 
not a single applicant is under 
consideration. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
number 
of 
cases continues to mount. 


A juvenile officer, who asked 
not to be identified, had this to 
say: 


“ We cannot continue to dis­ 
patch the increasing number of 
cases with the sam e number of 
people on our staff. 


“There is no reason, now that 
there 
is 
a 
statutory 
require­ 
ment, that dependent and neg­ 
lected children can’t be hand­ 
led separately from delinquent 
cases. The county has all the 
resources.” 


Mason and his com m ittee over 
the winter received about two 
dozen applications for the job 
of executive director. Two of 
the applicants were interview­ 
ed. The new board of com m is­ 
sioners voted to hire 
one 
of 
them, but the advisory com m it­ 
tee turned thumbs down and the 
commissioners capitulated. The 
commissioners 
are 
Chairman 
John J . Bodley and Joseph O. 
Canby, 
both 
Republicans, and 
Walter S. Farley Jr ., a Demo­ 
crat. 


That was in the early spring. 
For 
some 
reason,
